were consolidated, and the controlling in- 
terest in the former was disposed of to 
a- company landed by C.abriel H. Sum- 
mers and \V. A. Mclnery. it was agreed 
that Mr. Stoll was to continue as editor. 


The utmost assuri-nrc w?s given by 


the new owners that there would be no 
interference with the editorial conduct of 
the paper, consequently the namo of Mr 
Stoll continued to appear us editor ot 
the Times. 


Objects to Censorship. 


The policy which was determined upon 


lit the time of consolidation is said to 
have been scrupulously observed until n 
few weeks ago. 
It is understood that i 


sort of censorship was then established 
Mr Stoll remonstrated against surrepti- 
tious exercise of such power and then 
learned that the owners had concluded 
tbev must control the editorial policy. 
The resignation is said to have followed 
at once, and it is also reported that it
